TURKEY MAY BE FORCED IN- 
TO STRUGGLE. 

Washington, Oct. ¥.—The alter- 
native which the Ottonan empire 
is facing as to whether the Dar- 
danelles are to be swung open in 
answer to the demand of the 
Triple Entente or whether the 
key to the Black Sea is to” re 
main’ in Turkish possession, 
promises: to force the porte to 
take sides and join the Europeau 
struggle, according to opinions 
expressed in official circles here 
today. No word that the allics 
have demanded this concession 
from Turkey has reached th: 
French, English or Russian em 
bassies,as yet, but it was point 
ed out by officials that it) was 
highly unlikely that such a step 
would be revealed ‘abroad. 

At the Turkish embassy. it 
admitted that it veh prove 
highly cogarassing fo the Sul- 
tan to be forced to gomimit him 
self on such a request and it was 
consrdered unlikely that one or 
the other might end Turkish neu 
trality, which, so far, has been 
rigidly adhered to‘ despite pres 
sure, exerted from outside the 
empire. 

Ofhcials stated that unless 
Other course was open, it was 
highl unlikely that Turkey 
would submit to a change in its 
own policy because of outside in

Paris, Oct: 9:—The sharp of- 
fensive movement of .the Germans 
onthe. western wing of the allies 
at the Belgian frontier evidently 
has failed in its object of _ bend- 
ing or breaking the French and 
British line. The long extension 
of the battle line which now has 
gone beyond the ‘four rivers, 
Scarpc, Somme, Oise and the 
Aisne, was initiated by the  al- 
lics in: an endeavor to find a so- 
Intion of the problem of ousting 
the Germans from their strong 
position in Northwestern France. 
In these positions the Germans 
had kyen besieged nearly a 
month, since ithe conclusion ot 
the bloody battle of the Marne, 
a frontal attack being considered 
inexpedient by the allies. | The 
present’ front is within about 
sixty-eight miles of Antwerp, 
where the Belaians have offered 
such heroic resistance to the 
hombardment of the heavy Ger- 
man artillery. 

Further down foward the. cen. 
tre of the line, the severest fight- 
ing continues today toward Roye | 
where the allies took a large 
number of prisoners. Rheims 
was again subfected to a short 
bombardment. 

Tn the other parts of«the  bat- 
tle line, the opposing forces re- 
main constantly alert.

STORY OF THE DEFEAT OF 
TWO GREAT ARMIES IN 
EASTERN THEATRE 

Petrograd, Oct. 10.—The  con- 
flict with Germany Has establish- 


ed for the Russians the new prin- 


ciple of warfare ‘which Germany 
appeats to have set. ottt to, illus- 
trate. Both the great defeats 
inflicted upon Germanic ' arms, 
one 
men, and the other in the east- 
ern province of Prussia. aghrmst 
a half a million men or more. 
exemplifies the same defect, of 
German tactics in following ‘the | 
line of least resistance. In both 
cases the Russians caught them 
in precisely ‘the same trap. 

The turning point of the great 
Galictan fight, which lasted three 
weeks, was when the -Austro-Ger- 
man armies, in just that part of 
their forces where three German 
army corps were adding weak- 
ness! to their allies’ pkans, con- 
ceived that they had found the 
line of least resistance and pro-: 
ceeded to follow it energetically. 
Concentrating all their spare div- 
isions on this spot they atteampt- 


cd a great coup, without consid- | 


ering whether it was worth while. ' 
When they were sufficiently Ihunch- 
ed at this spot they found them- 
selves 
and after some frantic days tot- 
al defeat was inevitable. 

The result of the same tactics 
routed a German half million 
last week. The Russians, fully 
informed by their aviators of the 
German movements, nrarshalted 
their own forces so as to leave a 
yap of at least 20 miles open, 
like « mouse-trap door. The Ger- 
mans marched into this mouse 
trap and found absolutely no op- 
position until they came upon an 
unpleasant surprise at the fan- 
tastic bends of the River Niemen. 

Along this line of least} resist 
ance they continued to attempt 
to force the passage of the Nie- 
men, ccacentrating toward a 
convenient spot, namely, Suwal 
ki, their reinforcements froin 
Fast Prussia. When the mouse 
trap door closed before them they 
discovered that a couple of jaws 
were also moviny in upon them 
from both flanks. In these they 
were Caught and crushed. .
